The sequence 
listing contains only 29 sequences with SEQ ID NOs: 1-29. Applicants in their response to election/restriction on 1 2/28/07 elects 
species with SEQ ID NOs: 157, 158 and 175 (pages 10 and 11). The SEQ ID NOs., corresponding to the election arc not found in the 
Sequence hsting filed on 7/25/08. Also, instant claims 11, 13, 19and21 recite amino acid positions > 153 residues. None of the 29 
sequences submitted in the sequence listing on 7/25/08 contains more than 1 1 6 amino acid residues. Appropriate correction is 
required. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or 
THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in 
order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY BE GRANTED UNDER 37 CFR 1.136(a).
